There are forces at work for the 
disintegration of orderly represen­ 
tative government and for the es­ 
tablishment of class rule which 


may well give us serious thought,” 
Kellogg said. 
“I am 
not an alarmist 
and I 
have absolute confidence in the 
intelligence and the patriotism of 
the people of all those nations 
who have reared and maintained 
the marvelous Institutions of the 
twentieth century, but I cannot be 
blind to the forces which are 
working in many of the self-gov- 
erning countries for tbe destruc­ 
tion of really representative gov­ 


ernment and the establishment of 
class tyranny.” 
Kellogg declared that Individ­ 
ual liberty must be maintained if 
democracy is to survive. 
“Stability of government, secur­ 
ity for the person, the right to 
labor and enjoy the fruits of In­ 
dustry, protection of property and 
of equal opportunity are neces­ 
sary for the highest advancement 
of tbe human race,” he said. 
Touching on the broad aims of 


the union, Kellogg asserted that 
tbe cure for war must come from 
the “hearts and understanding of 
the people. 
Universal peace has 
been the cry of 
statesmen for 
ages, but no one has yet found a 
specific.”

The Mexican congress is considering the modification of its 
constitution to allow the re-election of a president for a second 
tern; of four years. It is of interest here as well as in Mexico. 
Ute problem is the same in both countries, though the background j 
is different. 
| 
There is nothing in the United States constitution to prevent. 
the rc-clection of a president time after time, for life. In practice, j 
however, it has always been avoided, partly by the precedent set 
by the first president in refusing to be a candidate after his second 
term, and partly by the fact that the American public usually gets 
tired of a president after eight years, at the most, and wants a 
change. 
in Mexico the constitutional limitation has mattered little. 
Presidents have usually held office indefinitely, like Diaz, or been 
removed by violence without much regard to their official terms. 
President Obregon was a notable exception in serving his full term 
and then peacefully yielding to a constitutional successor. 
There is much to be said for a second term in either country. 
Four years is not enough for a good executive, who brings ability 
to ljis office and glows in it. And any executive is likely to give 
more* disinterested service in his second term than in the first.

There is nothing in the United States constitution to prevent 
the rc-election of a president time after time, for life. In practice, 
however, it has always been avoided, partly by the precedent set 
by the first president in refusing to be a candidate after his second 
term, and partly by the fact that the American public usually gets 
tired of a president after eight years, at the most, and wants a 
change. 
in Mexico the constitutional limitation has mattered little. 
Presidents have usually held office indefinitely, like Diaz, or been 
removed by violence without much regard to their official terms. 
President Obregon was a notable exception in serving his full term 
and then peacefully yielding to a constitutional successor. 
There is much to be said for a second term in either country. 
Four years is not enough for a good executive, who brings ability 
to ljis office and grows in it. And any executive is likely to give 
more disinterested service in his second tenn than in the first.

Presidential Terms 


The Mexican congress is considering the modification of its 
constitution to allow the re-election of a president for a second 
term of four years. It is of interest here as well as in Mexico. 
The problem is the same in both countries, though the background J 
ii different. 
There is nothing in the United States constitution to prevent 
the re-election of a president time after time, for life. In practice, 
however, it has always been avoided, partly by the precedent set 
by the first president in refusing to be a candidate after his second 
term, and partly by the fact that the American public usually gets 
tired of a president after eight years, at the most, and wants a 
change. 
In Mexico the constitutional limitation has mattered little. 
Presidents have usually held office indefinitely, like Diaz, or been 
removed by violence without much regard to their official terms. 
President Obregon was a notable exception in serving his full term 
and then peacefully yielding to a constitutional successor. 
There is much to be said for a second term in either country. 
Four years is not enough for a good executive, who brings ability 
to Ii is office and glows in it. And any executive ie likely to give 
more disinterested service in his second term than in the first.

In practice, 
however, it has always been avoided, pertly by the precedent set j 
by the first president in refusing to be a candidate after his second J 
term, and partly by the fact that the American public usually gets 
tired of a president after eight years, at the most, and wants A J 
change. 
Iii Mexico the constitutional limitation has mattered little, i 
Presidents have usually held office indefinitely, like Diaz, or been 
removed by violence without much regard to their official terms, j 
President Obregon was a notable exception in serv ing his full term 
and then peacefully yielding lo a constitutional successor. 
There is much to be said for a second term in either comtry. 
Four years is not enougli for a good executive, who brings ability 
to ljis office and glows in it. And any executive is likely to give 
more disinterested service in his second term than in the first.

Presidential Terms 


The Mexican congress is considering the modification of its 
constitution to allow the re-election of a president for a second 
term of four years. It is of interest here as well as in Mexico. 
The problem is the same in both countries, though the background 
Li different. 
There is nothing in the United States constitution to prevent 
the re-election of a president time after time, for life. In practice, 
however, it has always been avoided, partly by the precedent set 
by the first president in refusing to be a candidate after his second 
term, and partly by the fact that the American public usually gets 
tired of a president after eight years, at the most, and wants a 
change* 
In Mexico the constitutional limitation has mattered little. 
Presidents have usually held office indefinitely, like Diaz, or been 
removed by violence without much regard to their oflicial terms. 
President Obregon was a notable exception in serving his full term 
and then peacefully yielding to a constitutional successor. 
There is much to be said for a second term in either co wiry. 
Four years is not enough for a good executive, who brings ability 
to Ijis office and grows in it. And any executive is likely to give 
more disinterested service in his second teim than in the first.
